Two of the men whose 
names were not learned by the po­ 
lice escaped. 
Ben 
Barretti. 
42, 
alias 
Fred 
Roberts, was killed instantly and 
Arthur Hartman, about 35, was fa­ 
tally wounded. 
Kearns Pumpsey, 
alias Kearns Humphrey w a s shot in 
the back. 
Hospital attendants said 
he would recover. 
Hartman died 
yesterday afternoon. 
The quairel began in the hotel 
room when Pumpsey took Barrettl’s 
gun and gave it to Hartman. Pump­ 
sey said Barretti was drunk and 
had been flashing It frequently. Just 
as the men left the hotel, Hartman 
refused Barretti's demand for his 
revolver. 
“Just then Baretti’s hand made 
a dive for his other gun,” Pumpsey 
said, “and we all drew% knowing 
that Barretti 
never 
joked 
about 
drawing a revolver. We all started 
shooting at once and in the huddle. 
I guess we shot each other.” 
Barretti, a close friend of the 
la te .‘*Blg Tim” Murphy, of Chicago 
and associated with him in a “pub­ 
lishing racket,” was wanted in Chi­ 
cago and Los Angeles. Calif., for 
murder. Chicago police sought him 
In connection with the slaying 6f a 
restaurant owner early in 1928 . but 
he wSI never arrested. 
In Los 
Angeles, 
Barretti 
was 
wanted for the murder of Max Sil- 
verstein, alleged bootlegger. Police 
records also show he was sought by 
Galveston, 
Texas, 
authorities 
in 
connection with a |6,400 payroll rob­ 
bery there May 4, last, in which a 
policeman was shot and a messenger 
slugged. 
Hartman, whose home was in St. 
Louis, had been arrested numerous 
times on various charges but never 
had been convicted.

He told police, they said, 
that Barretti recently shot a Chica­ 
go gangster who attempted to take 
him for a “ride” as the result of a 
disagreement over a liquor deal.

LONDON, June 24.—Hugh S. Gib­ 
son, American ambassador to Bel­ 
gium, and head of the American 
delegation to the naval disarma­ 
ment conference of 1927 arrived in 
London from Bmssels late today. 
The ambassador was driven im­ 
mediately to General Dawes' resi­ 
dence where he will be a guest dur- 
ng the time that he is conferring 
with the general. 
Mr. Gibson told the Associated 
Press that he will talk to Ambass­ 
ador Dawes on the general situation 
n international affairs and admitted 
that naval disarmament would be 
among the topics discussed. 
“I am here to confer with Am­ 
bassador Dawes on the general sit­ 
uation and will stay as long as he 
w'ants me,” Mr. Gibson said. 
The ambassador to Belgium does 
not expect to make any contact 
w’hile in London with the foreign 
office “unless Dawes should* wish 
it,” he said.

raw wool and waste, which would 
double and 
treble 
some of the 
rates provided In the house tariff 
bill, were advocated before a sen­ 
ate finance subcommittee today by 
F. J. Hagenbarth, Spencer. Idaho, 
president 
of 
the 
National 
Wool 
Growers Association. 
The w'itness said it was neces­ 
sary to have a higher rate on wool 
waste of all varieties, declaring 
wool imported last year displaced 
one-third the American production 
of virgin wool. 
He asked, that 
the present thirty-one cent a pound 
duty on raw wool, which the house 
bill raises to 34 cents be further 
advanced to 36 cents. 
John E. Snyder, of the Hershey 
Chocolate Corporation, of Hershey, 
Ph. , told the subcommittee on agri­ 
culture schedules, that he was op­ 
posed to the proposed duties on al­ 
mond imports in the house tariff 
bill He declared imported almonds 
were superior in quality and said 
that the domestic output amounted 
to but a third of the demand. 
James S. Murphy of Boston rep­ 
resenting the American Spice As­ 
sociation, asked that mustard seed 
be placed on the free list, while 
Thomas W. McCreary, of Monaca, 
Pa., representing the tariff commit-

24.—The 
first public mass in Mexico since 
August 1, 1926, will be said at 
the church of our Lady of the 
Guadalupe—Mexico’s national shrine 
next Saturday, the feast of Saint 
Peter and Saint Paul 
Pascual 
Diaz, 
newly 
appointed 
Archbishop of Mexico, in a pub­ 
lished statement today said that 
while the task of taking inventory 
of the churches and their delivery 
by the government back to the 
Episcopate necessarily w'ould take 
some time It would be rushed to 
completion in the case of the Guad­ 
alupe church for the Saturday serv­ 
ice. 
Other churches will be re-opened 
by the priests as quickly as the 
governmental 
surrender 
processes 
can be completed and priests can 
be sent back to them. 
Prominent Mexico City Catholics 
have set in motion plans to have 
pilgrims to the 
shrine 
Saturday 
creep the entire distance on their 
knees. 
Numerous 
church 
groups 
have promised participation in the 
pilgrimage which would be made 
over a three mile cobblestone route. 
The shrine Saturday and Sunday 
past was the scene of visits by 
hundreds of thousands, at least 100,- 
000 having visited it Saturday and 
many more, according to police esti­ 
mates, yesterday. 
Archbishop Diaz yesterday per­ 
formed the first rite of his arch­ 
bishopric, and incidentally, the first 
public rite of a Roman Catholic 
clergyman since the acute phase of 
the religious controversies, ended 
Friday. 
He baptized the son of 
Vito Alesseio Robles, president of 
the Anti-Reelectionist party. 
The 
ceremony was performed in Alles- 
seio's home. 
Archbishop Ruiz 
Y. Flores, of 
Michoacan, has cabled the Vatican 
asking 
authorization 
for 
Arch­ 
bishop Diaz officially to assume all 
duties as head of the church in 
Mexico immediately, without await­ 
ing arrival of the papal bull con-

This morn­ 
ing Apperson’s condition was such 
that he was taken to his home, be­ 
ing released on 
a $200 personal 
bond.

was riding with him hanging on 
the side of the car when he fell 
and one of the wheels passed over 
his body.

Most persons congratulate themselv es 
upon the fact that they are liv ing in this 
day of “ progress.” 
In their hearts they 
pity those benighted beings who liv ed in 
older days when “ progress,” as we of to­ 
day know it, had not ev en begun to make 
itself felt. 
These so satisfied men and 
women who cannot understand how past 
generations managed to exist without the 
simple necessaries of today which, by the 
way, were really luxuries in a not too dis­ 
tant past, seem to take it for granted that 
the fruits of the “ progress” they enjoy 
cannot be surpassed in the future. 
They 
fail to take into consideration that prog­ 
ress is a continuing process dev eloping in 
power as time passes. J ust as in the past 
outstanding periods of achiev ement hav e 
marked progress so, too, in the future 
other periods of achiev ements will come. 
There is no limit to what the future may 
offer in practically ev ery line of endeav or. 
Step by step great dev elopments hav e 
come, amazing rev elations begun and 
by degrees these 
discov eries hav e been 
perfected not only to meet prseent-day 
needs, but to meet other needs 
which 
these discov eries must create as time goes 
on. 
The age of 
steam 
power, 
of water 
power, of electric power hav e all added 
v astly to the sum of human conv enience 
as well as of human contentment, but, 
judged by the results of past attainments, 
they will fail to satisfy future needs. J ust 
because the present 
age 
of 
electricity 
seems to hav e touched 
the 
heights of 
scientific dev elopment it does not follow 
that yet other heights, now hidden in the 
clouds, will not come into v iew\ 
The man w^ho doubts this fact, who be­ 
liev es that progress has approached the 
sum total of perfection, might not be so 
confident when he hears how Thomas A. 
Edison v iews the future. 
The quotation 
that follows is taken from an interv iew 
with the Wizard in a recent number of 
Forbes Magazine; 
“ And now came a wind-up question: 
‘Comparing the electrical industry with 
the life of a human being, an industry 
which is your own child and, therefore, 
was an infant, say forty years ago, at 
what stage of life do you think it now^ 
stands?’ 
At middle or old age?* 
“ Edison nev er thought for a second, but 
put dow’n two pencilled words: ‘Yelling 
baby.’ ” 
It will be seen from the foregoing that 
Edison has set no limits to the dev elop­ 
ments of his great industry. Now' a “ yell­ 
ing baby,” his opinion, it has yet to pass 
through the sev en tages of man, as it 
were, stages which in all probability will 
not be reached completely during his life- 
time, but w'hich must be dev eloped by 
those w'ho are to follow^ him in the great 
realms of research that he has made his 
own. In this same article Mr. Edison pre- 
diets that “ electrical power will some day 
be obtained direct from the sun.” He may 
not liv e to see that day, but that it will 
come he does not doubt, and w'ho, with 
respect for this great man, can in turn 
doubt his conclusions? 
We hav e gone far on the road of prog ­ 
ress, but there is a long road stretching 
out before us yet. 
This 
same road had 
ts beg inning s way back in a vag ue past, 
"ut it worked its wav out of the darkness 


of ignorance by slow and painful degrees 
into the light cast by the dissemination of 
knowiedge, and now it has come out bold­ 
ly into the broad daylight. Its effects are 
stimulating; its pledges hav e been more 
than fulfilled, but yet it promises more 
and stil! more, and the next generation or 
two will enjoy the fruits of achiev ements 
of which we of this day are in ignorance. 
It is easy to look back upon the days when 
motor cars were regarded with uncertain­ 
ty, as meeting the requirements of the 
few, but totally unfit for the many. Now 
they hav e leaped into the list of necessi­ 
ties. Today the airplane is not trusted by 
the majority of persons; tomorrow it will 
be their dependence, and so it goes. Life 
is v ery full in the present, but there are 
promises in ev ery field of endeav or that 
the future holds v astly more than we of 
this day can ev en glimpse. 
There is no 
end to progress.

In 19 17 the sum of $250,17 8 ,7 51.14 was 
paid in duty on sugar, molasses and their 
manufacturers of a total v alue of $453,- 
09 9 ,7 48 . 
Practically all the sugar, mo­ 
lasses and their manufacturers on which 
duty was paid were imported from Cuba. 
This import of more than 50 per cent ad 
v alorem is to be 
increased 
under

In 19 27 , the sum of $1,531,7 30.12 was 
paid in duty on fresh beef, fresh v eal, 
mutton, fresh pork, bacon, ham and pick- 
led pork of a total v alue of $10,7 44,233.

MR. BALDWIN DRIVES TO WINDSOR 
The student of the political history of 
England can recall many rather dramatic 
occasions when a prime minister has call­ 
ed on the monarch at Windsor or at St. 
J ames’s or Buckingham palace to tender 
his resignation and suggest the summon­ 
ing of a successful riv al to form a gov ­ 
ernment. In the old days it was more of 
a ceremony 
when a defeated 
minister 
emerged from 10 Downing street to take 
the ride so many had made before and 
were to make afterward, the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch 
says. 
When 
less change 
was implied than at present there has 
often been more excitement, with more 
demonstration as the minister rode be­ 
hind prancing horses 
out 
of Downing 
street on his way to Windsor. 
Modern inv ention has taken away some 
of the color and the drama of the driv e. 
Premier Baldwin is a plain, prosy business 
man, without the dramatic sense, and he 
simply could not hav e emerged solemnly 
from the front door on Downing street 
with a tragic mien, or haughty, to face 
the curious crowd. 
He slipped out the 
back door and into an automobile. 
The 
journey to the ancient castle of Kings 
was ov er in 30 minutes, but in the old 
days the defeated minister had much time 
to mediate on his fall and the fortunes of 
battle between the front door of the pre­ 
mier’s house and the gates at Windsor. 
There was more drama in the v isit of 
Ramsay MacDonald to Windsor than in 
that of Baldwin. 
It illustrated more im­ 
pressiv ely the possibilities of Britain’s de­ 
mocracy. 
At the table of Lord Holland, 
years ago, when Lord Erskine and J ohn 
Phipot Curran, the greatest forensic ora­ 
tors of their time, were present, the con­ 
v ersation turned on the adv antages of the 
legal profession, and after Erskine, in his 
boastful manner, had assured those pres­ 
ent that despite his family distinction he 
felt no embarrassment in practicing law, 
the opinion of Curran, w'ho had ben silent, 
was asked. 
“ Perhaps,” 
said 
the Irish 
orator, “ my case better illustrates the ad­ 
v antages of the law, for in my person it 
has raised the son of a peasant to the 
table of his Prince.” 
Thus MacDonald 
could re p ly on the adv antages of democ­ 
racy. where Baldwin could not so well.
